DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/03/07 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments in light of the amendment filed 08/30/07 with respect to 
claims 16-20 and 39-45 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art 
rejection of has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

according to a shifting configuration and realigning input data using the delay and pass 
multiplexers according to the shifting configuration.
